The conditions are that a sur- 
vey now being conducted by a 
firm of transit specialists must 
recommend Bi-State as the best 
agency forthe job, and that no 
objection to Bi-State be voiced 
by any major local government 
in the area. 

‘“‘We do not want to get into 
a fight with other agencies,” 
Roos told a reporter. “We know 
Bi-State is legally able to do the 
job, and if it is determined that 
we can do the job better than 
individual communities, we are 
willing to take it on.” 

The survey, being conducted 
by W. C. Gilman & Co., which 
earlier made a study of traffic 
and transportation in St. Louis

Hits Administration. 

Senator Long was campaign- 
ing in western Missouri yester- 
day, and in a speech at Butler 
last night, he was critical of 
agricultural policies of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

He said the Republicans ‘‘offer 
you four more years of ‘Ben- 
sonism.’ They offer you by 1963, 
as a maximum, 85-cent corn, 
$1.23 wheat, 46-cent oats, $15 cat- 
tle and $12 hogs.” 

Such prices, he added, would 
drive thousands of farmers from 
their farms—and “‘if farmers go 
broke and must leave the farm 
and go to the cities, many small 
businesses will go broke with 
them.” 

The Democratic candidate for 
Governor, Attorney General 
John M. Dalton, in a speech in 
Brentwood last night proposed 
a state commission of advisers 
representing many fields of ac- 
tivity. 

Experts From Various Field. 

He said it should be ‘‘com- 
posed of experts at various 
levels of state and local -gov- 
ernment and from various pri- 
vate fields:’’ These included 
taxation, education and indus- 
trial development. 

“The next Governor,” he said, 
“will play an important role 
affecting state and local govern- 
ments for many years to come.” 

Dalton’s Republican opponent, 
State Representative Edward G. 
Farmer Jr. of Joplin, spoke at 
Rolla. He continued to hammer 
at Dalton’s record as Attorney 
General, saying Dalton opposed 
a bill in. 1955 that would have 
prevented his private practice of 
law while holding his office. 

Farmer said Dalton “‘left no 
stone unturned” in his effort to 
help defeat a fellow townsman 
and Democrat, State Senator 
John W. Noble of Kennett, in his 
race for renomination. It was 
Noble who offered an amend- 
ment to prevent outside practice 
by the Attorney General, but a 
committee killed the amendment, 
Farmer said. 

The Republican 
again expressed his desire to 
debate issues with Dalton on 
television. Dalton has declined, 
saying he did not want to help 
provide an audience for his 
opponent,

MORE FOR EDUCATION 


Federal expenditures ‘for high- 
er education must be increased 
steadily if the nation is to meet 
the needs and demands of the 
space age, Alan T. Waterman, 
director of the National Science 
Foundation, said last night. 


Waterman addressed the St. 
Louis University regional meet- 
ing of the American Assembly 
at Pere Marquette Park Lodge. 


meeting the problems of col- 
leges and universities. 

Not only must federal spend- 
ing be increased, Waterman 
said, but a corresponding effort 
must be made to get more funds 
from all sources so that divers- 
ity and balance may be safe- 
guarded in higher education. 

Waterman warned that the So- 
| viet Union is now placing much 
greater emphasis on science and 
its applications than we are..He 
said the output of American 
scientists and engineers was su- 
perior except “‘in a few fields 
which we have neglected and 
» which the Soviets have stressed.”’ 
“The really serious question 
+that confronts us is not where 
we stand vis-a-vis the Russians 
at the present time,’”’ he said,

“but whether we can’ meet the 
challenge they have boldly flung 
at us for the future.” 

Waterman pointed out that 
nine of the 15 members of the 
Soviet Presidium were trained 
as scientists or engineers, while 
two thirds of the 63 members of 
the U.S.S.R. Council of Ministers 
had such training. 

“Even after we take into 
account the fact that most 
| Russians who had collegiate- 
level training were educated in 
science- or engineering,” he 
said, “the fact remains. that 
those who guide the destinies 
of the U.S.S.R. are aware of 
the potentialities of science and 
are in a position to exploit them 
in the interests of the govern- 
ment.”’ 

Stressing the mounting costs 
of scientific training at the uni- 
versity level and the importance 
of sound programs in secondary 
schools, Waterman said success 
in getting the money depended 
on making the general public 
understand the vital importance 
of science to the nation’s future. 

“Most important,’ he said, ‘‘is 
the realization that this emer- 
gency is not ephemeral but a 
continuing, possibly a perma- 
nent, one. In this modern world 
there can be no relaxation of 
our determination to compete 
successfully and continuously.” 

Chairman of the assembly, 
held in co-operation with the 
American Assembly and Colum- 
bia University is the Rev. R. J.

The Tax Amendment 


What shenanigan is this? 

On Sept. 1 a public notice was 
printed in the newspaper proposing 
an amendment to the City Charter 
relating to “Subjects of Taxation.” 
This amazing, formidable list of ac- 
tivities and things subject to taxa- 
tion (if three fifths of the voters 
say Yes) contains some 750 items: 
from umbrellas to vehicles; from 
baby-sitting to garbage removers; 
diapers to kitchen equipment. 

Yet the seeming all-inclusive list 
is discriminatory, and shot with a 
lot of double taxation. Lawyers, 
doctors and psychiatrists, for ex- 
ample, are conspicuously missing 
from the list—not to be taxed. Who 
concocted this list? Could the con- 
trivers of the list of taxable per- 
sons and items have had anything 
to do with such glaring omissions? 

Among the professions the list in- 
cludes architects and dentists but 
engineers have the discriminatory 
qualification, ‘‘when not covered by 
state license.” Anyone using the 
title architect must have a state 
license. Why should he be double- 
taxed, and the engineer relieved of 
paying tax? Landscape architects 
are not mentioned. 

Many items would be double- 
taxed as well as persons (vehicles, 
trailers, trucks, etc.). The inten- 
tion of the amendment is to 
‘broaden the tax base’; but why 
such audacious discrimination? 
Artists are listed to be taxed. 
Everyone claims to be an artist so 
why not condense the list to artists 
and tax everyone? 

This monstrous proposed tax 


grab was lifted from the so-called 
new Charter submitted some time 
azo and discredited by the voters.

The Nominees on Defense 


The answers that Senator Kennedy and 


Vice President Nixon made to the Reserve 


Officers’ Association query on national de- 
fense are the most revealing statements yet 
made by the two candidates on this vital sub- 
ject. Mr.-Nixon gave so vague and general 
a reply that it bore no reassurance at all for 
persons who are inverested in an adequate 
national defense. Mr. Kennedy met the de- 
fense issues so squarely that his statement 
was convincing. 


Through an assistant, Vice President Nixon 
said that he would not hesitate to ask for a 
tax increase if it were necessary for the na- 
tion’s defense. A glib way out, indeed. The 
Administration’s view for the past several 
years has been that the United States has no 
reason at all to worry over its defenses. Since 
Mr. Nixon and the rest of the Administration 
have for so long said all was well in the Pen- 
tagon, what hope is there that as President 
Mr. Nixon would recognize the necessity to 
bolster the sagging defense establishment? 
The Gaither, Rockefeller and other reports, 
which so clearly and positively pointed out 
defense deficiencies, were ignored. 


In contrast, Mr. Kennedy called for the 
funds necessary to provide an airborne alert 
capability. He favored speeding up long- 
range missile production with “round-the- 
clock, top national priority” for the two new 
systems which promise so much—the Polaris- 
firing submarine and the mobile Minuteman. 
He took recognition of the weakness in rely- 
ing almost completely on nuclear. weapons 
by emphasizing the need to re-equip the 
Army for limited warfare. Without more 
air transport and modern weapons, the Army 
cannot be expected to have the potential for 
stamping out even a small brushfire war. 

Prevention of war is far better than any 
method of fighting a war and Mr. Kennedy 
certainly had this in mind when he said: “We 
cannot afford to get into a position where 
Soviet aggression on a limited scale with 
conventional weapons forces us to choose be- 
tween retreat and starting a nuclear war.” 
One reason that the country now lacks the 
kind of defense establishment it should have 
is that there are too many committees and 
layers of negative authority in the Pentagon 
to get things done. Mr. Kennedy’s promise 
of reorganization in this area again is in 
revealing contrast to Mr. Nixon’s bland as- 
surances that all is well. 


The strategic facts visible throughout the 


world argue for just the kind of program that 
Mr. Kennedy has committed himself to in his 
statement. The country has the ability to 
stand the cost and it long has been in need 
of the reforms suggested. On the face of this 
exchange, Mr. Kennedy is the man to put 
our Defense Department in order. 


Issue of the Alpine Slope 


Almost obscured by cold-war power strug: 
gles, a contest has developed in the United 
Nations between Italy and Austria over a bor- 
der region. Though friendly with both coun- 
tries the United States has sided with Italy, 
and rightly, we think. 


The South Tyrol or Alto Adige region lies 
on the southern slope of the Alpine border, 
and contains roughly twice as many German- 
speaking as Italian-speaking residents. All, 
however, are Italian citizens, and have been 
since the destruction of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire in World WarI. After World War TI, 
Austria and Italy.agreed on terms by which 
Italy would grant’some local autonomy and 
bilingual rights in education and official 
business. 


Until recently there was no indication of 
Austrian dissatisfaction, but suddenly that 
country has charged Italy with failing to grant 
sufficient autonomy. Austria demands a U.N. 
debate; Italy proposes adjudication in the 
World Court. Negotiation or adjudication 
certainly seem preferable to debate, which 
could settle nothing. The American delegate, 
and those from Argentina and several Latin 
American and Scandinavian countries made 
that point. 

Such minority problems are always delicate. 
But Austria has not explained why the Alto 
Adige issue is so compelling that it requires 
U.N. discussion, yet not so compelling that 
it need not be referred to direct talks or the 
World Court. Surely Austria and Italy could 
determine the matter amicably between them- 
selves without recourse to the U.N. 


Snlitting the Grades 


The Board of Education has announced 
plans for the establishment of three or more 
schools, solely for the seventh and eighth 
grades. This is based on suggestions made 
by Dr. James B. Conant. The new schools will 


be grade schools in separate buildings, ac- 


cording to Superintendent Hickey, rather 
than a form of junior high school. If they 
are justified, it will be bécause they raise 
educational standards. 


There is nothing sacrosanct about the 8-4-4 
pattern of American education—eight years 
of grammar school, four years of high schoc] 
and four years of college. A goodly number 
of colleges now admit qualified students who 
have not completed high school. The junior 
high school and junior college have been so 
widely accepted that there is a trend toward 
an 8-2-2-2-2 pattern. And the St. Louis plan 
would make this 6-2, etc. 


The reason for separating the seventh and 
eighth grades from the lower ones is the one 
generally used to justify the junior high 
school and junior college. These years in the 
educational progress are held to be transition- 
al, a bridge leading to the next level. Instead 
of having one “room” teacher, pupils will be 
introduced tq “departmental” teachers who 
—as in high school—will teach a single sub- 
ject. Thus pupils would be “pre-adjusted” t 
high school methods. 


Some educators see little value in makin“ 
this transition sooner rather than later. Thev 
are inclined to believe—at least of the junior 
high school and the junior college—that the 
advantage is administrative rather than edv- 
cational. Mr. Hickey says it would make i‘ 
easier for seventh and eighth graders to take 
courses in home economics and industrial arts. 
Some teachers probably regard such instruc- 
tion as a waste of time. They question the 
segregation of age groups, arguing that the 
vounger and less advanced are stimulated by 
the older and more advanced. 

The real test is whether the new system 
will provide better library and laboratory 
facilities and, especially, better teachers; 
whether it will provide better scholastic 
preparation—without sending well-prepared 


pupils to high schools ill prepared to keep 
their work at a high level. 

As Dr. Conant said, the quality of schooling 
is much more important than the position of 
the seventh and eighth grades—or the ninth 
and the tenth—in a school system. St. Louis 
tried the junior high. school and abandoned 
it. The willingness to try the new grade ar- 
rangement is a good sign. It certainly seems 
to increase incentives and to broaden op- 
portunities, so the experiment is worth the 
_ trial. 


Politics and Cuba 


Discussion of the Cuban issue in the United 
Nations illustrates how dangerous foreign 
policy can be as a domestic partisan campaign 
issue. The United States managed to put off 
debate in the U.N. on Cuba’s charges of 
threatened invasion, but not before the Cuban 
Foreign Minister used campaign speeches to 
the embarrassment of our foreign policy. 

Senator Kennedy had a right to bring Cuba 
into the campaign as a weak point in the 
Administration record. But after his worth- 
while discussions as to how to avoid mistakes 
in future Latin American policy, the Demo- 
cratic candidate began talking of aid for 
anti-Castro Cubans in exile or “in the moun- 
tains.” That suggests intervention. Non- 
intervention was the firm policy of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, and Senator Kennedy has often 
avowed his devotion to it. 

Vice President Nixon had a right to defend 
the Administration policy; at least he might 
have argued effectively that non-intervention 
in Cuba had retained other Latin American 
friends for the United States. But he too 
felt obliged to offer a stronger case, so he 
recommended treating the Castro Government 
as the ousted left-wing government of Guate- 
mala was treated six years ago. That also 
means intervention. The Administration to 
which Mr. Nixon belongs has so far opposed 
such action in the case of Cuba. 

Both candidates must share responsibility 
for placing the State Department in a predica- 
ment where Cuba could quote words from the 
next President, whoever he may be, against 
the best interests of American policy. Both 
candidates turned what might have been a 
constructive discussion into a contest of 
“toughness” toward Cuba. Both made state- 
ments seeming to commit them to policies 
more rash than they might think advisable if 
in the White House. Foreign policy is a le- 
gitimate campaign issue, but above all others 
it requires that the candidates talk sense to 
the American people. 


Behind a Sad Little Army 


Albert Deutsch, perhaps the best-known 
writer on social work in America, made a 
noteworthy statement when he told the 
Missouri Association for Social Welfare that 
aid to dependent children cannot be disas- 
sociated from the problem of racial justice. 
When, as he said, 80 to 95 per.cent of aid to 
dependent children goes to Negro families, it 
becomes evident that the need—in its present 
vast proportions at any rate—is a symptom 
of the problem of “modified apartheid.” 

We need words like these to prevent the 
symptom from becoming an institution and 
being treated with palliatives alone. The ob- 
jective of law-makers as well as of social 
workers should. be, not more aid, but fewer 
children who are dependent on the state. As 
more Negroes become better educated and 
get better jobs with better pay, the sad symp- 
tom of an army of dependent children will 
diminish. That is one of the brightest hopes 
our country can hold for its future. 


Protection Against Favoritism 


Do St. Louis county home owners want to 
protect themselves against political favoritism 
in property assessment? They should. When 
one man’s assessment is lowered because of 
politics or friendship or just plain inefficien- 
cy, everybody else’s tax burden becomes pro- 
portionately that much heavier. 

Protection against political assessments is 
one of the impressive gains county taxpayers 
can obtain by approving the two Charter 
amendments on the Nov. 8 ballot. One amend- 
ment would combine the tax functions of the 
County Assessor and Collector in a new De- 
partment of Revenue and require selection of 
those officials under a merit system; the other 


would extend-the merit principle to all their: 


employes.” 

In fairness to Democratic Assessor Francis 
Kennedy, there have been no suggestions that 
county assessments presently are influenced 
by partisan considerations. But there is no 
guarantee under the present political system 
within which he works that the township poli- 
ticians will be kept at arm’s length. And by 
its very nature the sensitive assessment func- 
tion needs all the insulation it can get from 
politics and every possible stimulant to 


merit, efficiency and nonpartisanship in its 
edministration. 


Not only would the Charter proposals meet. 


‘hese. needs; they also would tend to prevent 
a repetition of the tax-collecting fiasco that 
occurred last year under the blindly-political 
direction of Collector Ralph Devereaux. Coun- 
ty taxpayers have every right to demand in- 
surance against political assessments and slip- 
shod governmental service. They can make 
these demands effective by voting for both

It is easy to understand the Army’s con-

Yet a deci- 
sion said to have been made at the White 
House may delay production of the Zeus until 
‘fter full system tests in 1962. This means

ident that the Zeus will be a success, It is 
tq be hoped that Rep. Anfuso’s request to the

$137,000,000 last year to begin production 
of Zeus.

Dr. Pauling’s Mail From The Des Moines Register 


The Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee again questioned Dr. Linus 
Pauling, the California scientist and 
Nobel Prize winner who has. defied 
the committee since last June. The 
expected showdown did not develop. 
Pauling again refused to produce the 
documents the committee wanted, but 
the committee did not, as it had 
threatened to do, propose that he be 
cited for contempt. Instead Pauling 
was excused without being ordered to 
produce the documents. 

He couid be called back, but ob- 
servers in Washington believe this 
may be the end of the inquiry. They 
think the committee does not want to 
prosecute a famed scientist and that 


it doesn’t want a court showdown on 
this. The Senate committee is investi- 
gating possible Communist influence in 
the campaign to end nuclear testing. 
Pauling was questioned because he 
led an international campaign a few 
years ago to get scientists to sign pe- 
titions urging an agreement to end 
nuclear testing. Pauling agreed to 
produce all the information except the 
letters he received from petition sign- 
ers. He said these individuals might 
be damaged if he turned their letters 
over to the Senate committee. 

If the case had gone to a showdown, 
Pauling would have contended that 
forcing him to turn over the letters 
in question to Congress would be un-

In Rivalry 


The king is 
the king. 
“East St. Louis's football mas- 
tEry over ail opponents for 13 
straight games, including six 
this season, and. since 1931 over 
it€ intra-city Catholic high school 
rival came to sudden end, 15-7, 
at Parsons Field last night. 

What was supposed to be a 
romp by East St. Louis’s Flyers 
to the’ city title turned the other 
way in the fourth quarter. In 
a’few dramatic minutes, the 
Pioneers of Assumption grabbed 
a 13-7 lead, added a safety and 
were advancing down the field 


as the final buzzer sounded. 
The game's ending set off a 
wild 15-minute demonstration by 


dead. Long live 


Assumption p.ayers, coaches, 
fans and cneer leaders. 
The rivalry started in 1931 


and during the 29-year span the 
two schools had met 25 times. 
East St. Louis had won 23 and 
the only small measure of com- 
fort for Assumption was (two 
ties in 1950 and 195/. 

Long Time Coming. 

For more than a quarter of a 
century, Assumption (the school 
changed its name from Central 
Catholic 10 years ago) had been 
waiting for this moment and the 
1960 Pioneers gained the vic- 
tory over a team that had lost 
but once in its last 26 games. 

Coach Fred Cameron of East 
St. Louis. ranked this past week 
as the area's No. 1 prep team, 
praised the conquerors. ‘ 

“Thev ripped our line apart, 
he said. ‘That was the big dif- 
ference. It wasn’t the pass (an 
84-yard pass play from Rich 
Stefanik to Paul Weiss that 
broke a tie) and it wasn’t 
the penalty (East St. Louis had 
a touchdown play nullified by an 
offensive interference penalty in 
the last three minutes) but what 
beat us was the way they out- 
played us on the line.”’ 

East St. Louis’s last defeat was 
a 14-13 thriller to Parkview High 
of Springfield, Mo. in the Flyers’ 
third game in 1959. They had 
marched over seven straight foes 
ta close out 1959 and won six 
straight this year. Assumption 
was 3-3 and had lost three 
straight before last night's 
momentous upset. . 

Seven Plays to ID. 

Three minutes after the game 
started, Assumption’s chances of 
victory appeared slim as East 
$t. Louis marched 71. yards to 
score in seven plays. 

The touchdown came on a 
pass from Jim Basarich to Ron 
Young, who juggled the ball 
twice on the 10-yard line before 
gstampering over the goal line. 
Bill Moder came in to kick the 
extra point and he did. 

Fast St. Louis then kicked off 
to Assumption and the Pioneers 
fumbled on their first offensive 
move and Bob Seper recovered 
on: the Pioneers’ 24-yard stripe. 
East St. Louis managed to get 
t6 the 13-yard line before being 
stopped and that ended the Flyer 
offensive. 

Assumption started its first 
touchdown march from its own 
3byard stripe late m the first 
Garter and kept driving in the 
s@cond period until Paul Bauer 
bulled over from the six-inch 
marker with five minutes to play 
in the half. Glen Bischof kicked 
the game-tying extra point, 
his Goal-Line Stand. 

“East St. Louis made a great 
goal-line stand in the waning mo- 
ments of the third quarter. As- 
sumption marched 65 yards to 
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Jay Flies at Jefferson City
